Government, state, county or muni­ 
cipal, is only effective to the degree 
that the citizen or officer puts the 
machinery of said government into 
operation. 
The citizen 
is 
as 
im­ 
portant a factor in the enforcement 
of the law as is the officer, and in 
fact, the good citizen is much more 
important, because it is he who must, 
in many instances, make the com­ 
plaint of violations, testify as wit­ 
nesses, or sit as juror to decide upon 
the facts as shown by the prosecu­ 
tion. 
The good citizen, when he has 
knowledge of law violation, will not 
stop on the street corner and “curse 
the government” for permitting 
the 
violation, or criticize the officer for 
not enforcing against the offense, 
until he has first gone and done his 
doty and made complaint before the 
proper officer, and thus sought to put 
the machinery of government into 
operation. 
He will not even 
stop 
there. 
Instead of criticising the of­ 
ficer whom he expects to protect him 
by law enforcement, he will occa­ 
sionally have 
a 
good word for the 
man who is trying to do his duty
